AUDIT REPORT ON THE UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD, HYDERABAD 

FOR THE YEAR 1987-88 

1. INTER-ORANT DIVERSION OF FUNDS 

According to the terms and conditions attached to the grant sanctioned by the Department of Science 
and Technology (DS'p [Vide No. DST/RC ll(26)/83-STP/ll, dated 26-6-1984], the University should 
maintain separate audited accounts for the projects. 

It was noticed from the Saving Bank Account No, 1, with the SBI, University Branch, maintained to 
record these transaction that the University had made a number of inter-grant diversions. During 1987-88 
Rs. 40-25 lakhs were diverted from this account to other accounts and Rs. 26-50 lakhs were transferred to 
this account from other accounts. 

It was stated by the University that grants were not always received in advance by the University and 
as certain sanctioned items of expenditure should not be postponed due to procedural delays in receipt of 
grants, temporary ways and means adjustments were inevitable, though it was ultihiatcly ensured that 
grants received for a particular item were spent for that item only. It was also stated that the above 
procedure was in vogue since its inception, 

2. 'EXPENDITURE IN EXCESS OF GRANTS WITHOUT GRANTS 

The University incurred a total expenditure of Rs. 110 90 lakhs in excess of grants received or 
without grants on 154 items upto the end of March 1988 (Rs. 33 04 lakhs on 10 items under Develop¬ 
ment Revenue Account, Rs. 61-18 lakhs on 53 items under Development Capital Account and Rs. 16-76 
lakhs on 91 items under Earmarked Special Funds—Specific Projects). Such instances exceeding Rs. 1 -00 
lakhs in each case are indicated in the Annexure I and II. As indicated therein, in 16 cases of capital 
works the excess expenditure amounted to Rs. 51-67 lakhs (Annexure II) and in 7 cases of items in Revenue 
Account and Earmarked Special funds, the excess expenditure amounted to Rs. 38 -83 (Annexure 
II). The excess expenditure was met from the unutilised grants released by the University Grants Com¬ 
mission and other bodies contrary to the conditions governing sanction of grants. The University stated 
in (August 1988) that there was a time lag between approval/sanction of schemes and release of funds 
due to procedural delays and other factors and that as this expenditure could not be postponed and such 
temporary ways and means adjustment were inevitable. 

3. OUTSTANDING MISCELLANEOUS ADVANCES 

Scrutiny of the annual accounts of the University disclosed that advances amounting to Rs. 3 -00 
kkhs relating to the period 1978-79 to 1986-87, were outstanding (August 1988) review of the outstanding 
amounts disclosed the following : 

(i) Out of the Rs. 3,06,000 deposited with Water Works Department of Andhra Pradesh in March 
1981 for execution of work "laying pipelines for water in University Campus” account was render¬ 
ed by the Department for Rs. 2,07,905-39 only in March 1982 leaving a balance of 
Rs. 98,094-61, still to be refunded by the Water Works Department. 

(ii) 21 items amounting to Rs. 33,941 -35 representing the debits raised by the Bank (earliest being 
of 1981-82) were still outstanding in the accounts for want of adjustment bills. 

(iii) 7 items amounting to Rs. 28,571 -25 representing the amounts paid to a firm during the years 
1978-79 to 1985-86 were still to be adjusted. 

(iv) Advances amounting to Rs. 9,825-00 towards travel expenses paid in 1982-83 and 1983-84 were 
outstanding for want of adjustment of detailed bills/recovery. 
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The University replied (November, 1988) that the matter was being pursued vigorously with the Chief 
Engineer, Water Works Department in the case of item 3(i) and with the concerned parties in the case 
of other items with a view to clear them shortly. 

4. OUTSTANDING TEMPORARY ADVANCES 

The Balance sheet as on 31st March, 1988 disclosed that Rs. 11 -42 lakhs was outstanding under 
Temporary Advances given to staff, out of which Rs. 5 *63 lakhs had not been settled by August, 1988-

Though advances given for meeting departmental expenses were to be atfjusted, immediately after the 
event was over, the advnaces were outstanding for several years as indicated below : 

Tour advances &vcn to 11 staff members during the period 1984-85 to 1987 amounting to Rs. 0-50 
lakhs remained unadjusted. Advance amounting to Rs. 0-15 lakhs given to the Legal Adviser in 1984 
and 1986 was yet to be adjusted. Temporary advances of Rs, 0 -11 lakh given to Warden of hostels in 
the years 1983-84, 1985-86 and 1986-87 were outstanding. 

5. OUTSTANDING LETTERS OF CREDIT FOR RS. 2-72 LAKHS 

The University opens irrevocable letters of credit with the Bank for payment to suppliers towards 
the cost of scientific equipment, library books etc. The time limit specified in the supply orders ranged 
from two to six months and about a month or two were required for clearing the equipment after the 
receipt of shipping documents. 

In respect of such letters of credit opened to the end of 1985-86, letters of credit amounting to 
Rs. 2-72 lakhs were outstanding at the end of August, 1988. The year-wise break-up is indicated ^low ;

It was noticed tliat the amounts outstanding under the letters of credit were to be transferred by 
the Bank except for Rs. 1-81 lakhs (1983-84 Rs. 0-09 lakhs 1984-85 Rs. 0-38 lakhs and 1985-86 
Rs. 0 -54 lakhs) for which the University was yet to collect the information (August 1988) regarding payments 
made and material received. 
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6. ANNUAL PHYSICAL VERIFICATION OF THE ASSETS OF THE LIBRARY 

(i) The annual physical verification of the dead stock articles other than books and assets of the 

library for the year 1987-88 was not done. The University stated (August 198^ that the physical 
verification could not be done due to shifting of various items from the Golden Threshold 

building to the main library and to the language library during January 1987 and that the 

stock verification was in progress. 

(ii) Verification of Library books and periodicals. 

Physical verification of books and periodicals of the Libarary should be completed in a cycle of 
five years period. It was noticed that the physical verification due for the years 1986-87 and 
1987-88 was not completed. This was stated (August 1988) to be due to shifting of stock from 
one place to another. 

7. COMPLETION REPORTS DUE IN RESPECT OF BUILDINGS PHYSICALLY COMPLETED. 

The annual accounts for the year 1987-88 revealed that 34 building works were completed to end of 
March, 1988 at a cost of Rs. 476*53 lakhs. Out of these, completion reports were sent for 23 works 
and completion reports in respect of 11 works were yet to be received. Acceptance of completion reports 
sent to the University Grants Commission was received in respect of 7 works only. The expenditure 

incurred to the end of March, 1988 on works for which completion reports were yet to be sent is indi¬ 

cated against each work in the following table ;

REPLY TO AUDIT REPORT FOR 1987-88 
1. INTERGRANT DIVERSION OF FUNDS 

It is informed that the U.O.C. releases gr-ant for salaries of teachers and staff, provided for in the 
plan budget only after the expenditure is incurred by the University and after statements of actual expendi- 
ure incurred are sent. As the University has no other source except grants from the U. O. C. and other 
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bodies, it is. necessary to make temporary Ways and means adjustments from beads df aetSentM Wberfc 
balances are available to meet inevitable expenditure on Salaries and fellowships etc. in reSpeOt df ajSbrov^ 
schemes pending receipt of ^ranta. As such the balance available in savirigs bank account No, 1 (DST 
Projects) was temporarily utilised for payment of salaries to teachOrs add staff as alsd fellpwaW^ to 
JRFs/studcnts as stated above. The temporary ways and means adjustment amounting to Rs. 13 -TS laSifcs 
fRs. 40 -25 lakhs—26 -50 lakhs) as point^ out by audit has since been restored to DST—S. B. Account 
No. 1. 

The University has been maintaining separate audited accounts for the DST projects and bos also 
been furnishing separate utilisation certificate to audit. The objection may splease be dropped. 

2. EXPENDITURE IN EXCESS OF GRANTS/WiTHOtJT GRANTS 

The excess expenditure of Rs. 110 -98 lakhs shown in the audit report represents expenditure incurr¬ 
ed in excess of grants received as on 31-3-1988 on salaries, serial publication s, computer facilities 
construction of buildings, research projects etc. in respect of items/schemes sanctioned by the U.G.C. apd 
other bodies in anticipation of receipt of instalments of grants. Funds have since been received in 1^8- 
89 in respect of 21 items which cover the excess expenmture to an cxteiit of Rs. 33 -65 lakhs incurred 
on these as on 31-3-1988. The excess expenditure in respect of remaining items is Rs. 77-33 lakhs now. 

Out of this amount an excess expenditure of Rs. 33 -04 lakhs relates to 10 items on Development 
Revenue Account (Salaries, fellowships etc.) in respect of computer courses imd salaries dt plad po^s 
of other departments. The U.G.C. was addressed for the release of grants long back and were reminded 
a number of times. A sum of Rs. 0 -61 lakhs has since been received only in respect of I item- In 
respect of the excess expenditure of Rs. 61 -IS lakhs relating to 53 items urtder l>eVelopm«nt Capital 
Account, demand drafts have since been received in respect of 9 items covering an excess expciidihiris of 
Rs. 30-52 lakhs and the excess expenditure as on 31-3-1988 has since been brought down to Rs. 30-66 
lakhs. In respect of remaining 44 items completion reports were submitted to the U.O-.C. for ^ items 
and an amount of Rs. 12 -07 lakhs is due from the U.G.C. in this regard. Completion reports £«re^ Un<(^ 
finalisation in respect of 12 items whore excess expenditure of Rs. 9 -20 lakhs is to be reimbursed by the 
U.G.C. The remaining 10 items on which an excess expenditure of Rs. 9-3^ lakhs was hscnrrw arc 
continuing works. Progress reports were submitted to the U.G.C. for release of grants in these cases. 
As regards 91 items of research and other specified projects where an excess expenditure of Rs. 16 -76 
lakhs was incurred, further grants have since been received in respect of 11 items covering the excess 
expenditure to the extent of Rs. 2'52 lakhs. Thus, in all, a sum of Rs. 33-65 lakhs (0-61-1-30-524-2-52) 
was received in respect of 21 items where expenditure was incurred in excess. 

Regarding Part II-B Capital items detailed in Anfloxurel to the Audit Report involvirtg •xcms 
expenditure of Rs. 51 -67 lakhs as on 31-3-1988, a sum of Rs. 29 -61 lakhs incurred in excess on items 
7, 12, 13, and 14 has since been recouped by further receipt of grants during 1988-89. In respect of items 
2, 3, 4 <S: 8 completion reports were submitted to the U.G.C. and an amount of Rs. 6 -59 lakhs is due 
from U.G.C. in this regard. As regards excess expenditure incurred on other items U.G.C. was addressed 
to release grants. 


In respect of Partll-A revenue account and Part III Earmarked special funds items detailed in Anne* 
xure II to the Audit Report involving excess expenditure amounting to Rs. 38 -03 lakhs a sum of Rs. 1 -05 
lakhs incurred in excess on item 2 of Part U Plan-A Revenue Account has since been recouped by 
further receipt of grant during the current year 1988-89. In respect of Earmarked special fund account 
the expenditure incurred on item 1 and 3' to the extent of Rs. 5 -14 lakhs has since been covered by 
further release of funds. As regards other items it may be seen that expenditure was incurred mainly on 
salaries of plan posts. In these cases U.G.C. releases the amounts ohly after expenditure is incurred by the 
University and statements of actuftl expenditure are sent. These statnaaWtfe have been sent and the U.G.C. 
was addressed for release of funds. The matter is being pursued vigorously with the U.G.C. 

Similar action has taken to address the U.G.C. for release of grants to cover the excess expenditure 
in respect of Development of computer facilities, M. Tech, fellowships, M.C. A. salaries and working expcnse.s 
and unassigned grants. 

It; is pointed out in this connection that the roasooa for incurring expenditilre in excess ofgpftMts 
received are due to the fact that funds for all the programmes approv^ by the U.G.C. are not mwtt^ 
released in advance. There is a time lag between the sanction of a scheme and release of ftinds by the 
U.G.C. In fact, some delay is inherent in the procedure prescribed for getting reletwe- of ^hts especially 
for salaries of plan posts, computer courses etc., as ^ants are released only aftW nipenditUrfc is 
incurred a-nd statements of actual expenditure incurred arc sent. In rCepcet of approved bpildihg' projfet^ 
also while the first two,:instalments of grants are. released by the* UiGiC^ afteh r^ehlpt - 
estim.'ites, detailed estimates, and tcndfelt information, further insitklments ard relisiiiiiw trilbr ttie 
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alteady released arc fully spent and progress reports submitted on the certificate of the Engineer. Even 
after the progress reports are sent, it takes considerable time for getting the drafts from the U.O.C. 
At tim?s U.G.C. is also not having adequate funds to release grants in respect of sanctioned schemes. In the 
n;ieantime, payment to works in progress have to be made to avoid possible compensation claims from 
Contractors,- 

Further, in respect of works virtually completed, the U.G.C. is insisting on completion reports for 
releasing final instalments. For sending completion report, the University has to make final payment 
in anticipation of release of grants. Such payments are necessarily to be made even if ^ants specifically 
related to these schemes have not been received. In these circumstances, the University has to make 
temporary ways and means adjustments by drawing upon funds available with the University for honour¬ 
ing commitments to avoid delay in implementation of the programmes. On receipt of grants from the 
U.G.C. appropriate adjustments are made between different Heads of Accounts. 

As regards Research projects, the excess expenditure is mainly due to delay in receipt of fellowship 

amounts in respect of sanctioned projectsl Investigators concerned are pursuing the release of grants 

from the U.G.C. and other bodies. Thus, every effort is being made to get the excess expenditure re¬ 
couped. The objection may. therefore, be kindly dropped. 

3. OUTSTANDING MISCELLANEOUS ADVANCES 

The amount of Rs. 3 -00 lakhs outstanding under miscellaneous advances to the end of 31-3-1988 
relating to the period 1978-79 to 1986-87 has since been brought down to Rs. 2-70 lakhs. 

As regards Rs. 0 98 lakhs being the amount deposited with Water Works Department, the matter 

is being pursued vigorously with the Chief Engineer, Water Works Department. 

Regarding 21 items amounting to Rs. 33,941/- representing the debits raised by the Bank, 3 items 
amounting to Rs. 2,395 -35 have since been cleared. 

In respect of 7 items pointed out by the Audit representing the advance paid to the clearing agent 
the matter is being vigorously pursued with the concerned with a view to clear these outstandings. 

As regards adjustment of T.A. items, the matter is under correspondence. 

4. OUTSTANDING TEMPORARY ADVANCES 

Out of Rs. 5 -63 lakhs shown as outstanding, bills for Rs. 1 -74 lakhs have since been adjusted and 
the outstanding advances brought down to Rs. 3 -89 lakhs as detailed below :

In addition to the above adjustment bills for Rs. 0-60 lakhs have been received and sent to the 
U.G.C. for reimbursement of funds. Two adjustment bills for Rs. 0 -40 lakhs were returned to the Schools 
for further details. 

As regards 11 items of pending tour advances pointed out by audit 2 items amounting to Rs. 0 -06 
lakhs have since been adjusted, and in respect of 2 items amounting to Rs. 0 -21 lakhs adjustment bills 
have been sent to U.G.C. for reimbursement of funds. Regarding tempora^ advance given to hostels a 
sum of Rs. p-10 lakhs has since been adjusted. In respect of the remaining items the matter is being 
ptusued with the concerned and all efforts are being m^e to adjust the outstandings early. 
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5. OUTSTANDING LETTERS OF CREDIT FOR Rs. 2 -72 LAKHS 

Information has since been collected in respect of pending items. The bank was addressed to make 
necessary adjustments. 

6. ANNUAL PHYSICAL VERIFICATION OF ASSETS OF THE LIBRARY 

(i) Dae 10 sliifiingof the libr-'iry to ihe new building in October, 1988, tbo phytical vciificaiion could 
not be completed. The some is in progrosf. The report will be communicated soon after the 
verification is completed. 

(ii) Duo lo shifting of the library to the new Building in October, 1988 the physical verification of libiary 

books and periodicals could not be taken up. It will now be taken up and the report will be 

communicate as soon as the verification as completed. 

7. COMPLETION REPORTS DUE IN RESPECT OF BUILDINGS COMPLETED 

Out of 11 works for which oomplelion reports arc due to be sent to U.G.C. completion rtpoits 
for 5 works are held up as oeitain claims of contractors arc under dispute,arbitration cr pendirg in 

courts. The accounts of contractors are being finalised in respect of 4 works for sending completion 

reports. 

In respect of the remaining 2 works completion reports are under preparation and are expected to be 
sent to the U.G.C. shortly.
